Public attention all over Canada is 
being directed toward conditions in 
gvch institutions as mental hospitals 
and penitentaries, Knowledge of mo 
human mind, its fears, its wiwes and 
the other troubles that infect it, has 
greatly expanded in the last forty 
years, Treatment hw become scien- 
tific and cures in mental homes 
reach a high percentage. Unfortuns 
ately there is great overcrowding in 
ali mental hospitals in Canada, Also 
the staffs are inadequate, poorly paid 
and poorly: trained, Recent investi- 
gations have for these reasons shown 
that inmates live under very un- 
sunitary conditions and are at timcs 
handled with ougtiness and even 
cruelty. Broken arms and jaws and 
body bruises have ‘been found. 

Prisons are also over vrowded and 
conditions there also reflect little 
credit on our Christian civilization. 
These subjects come up in parliament | 
from time to time and several com- 
missions have studied prison reforia. 
Improvements have been worked out 
and changes have been made with the 
hope of preparing prisoners to he- 
come useful citizens, The young ave 
kept away from old offenders, whero 
possible, Tiere are more reading and 
writing privileges more educational 
films, more broadcasts are listened 
to and more visitors allowed, 

It is now suggested that one com- 
missioner be given the responsibility 
of selecting and training all prison 
offivers. He will also have the di- 
recting of all the education of pris- 
oners for Canada. 

Another commissioner will super- 
vise all medical work, He will be in 
charge of recreation, physical train- 
ing and the menta] health of pris- 
oners. 

Preventing crime is always better 
than punishing the criminal and in 
parliament tize discussion often gets 
around to the causes of crime. 

Children from broken homes fre- ; 
quently. become criminals. ‘This is 
really the number one factor. ‘When 
parents are divorced children are 
neglected, underfed, unloved and un- 
educated along moral lines, 

Lack of school education seems to 
be a second cause. The great ma- 
jority of prisoners in Canada never 
reached: grade VI in s:hool, They 
have read only the poorest of litera- 
ture and have never tad the oppor- 
tunity of being influenced by the 
teacher of high ideals or the books 
of great authors. \ 

Tiere are 24.12 percent of the in- 
mates mentally deficient, Many of 
these require treatment in a mental 
hospital. 

Low income and lack of employ- 
ment brings evil ways. In England 
{t is found that 70 percent of those 
who find employment on being re- 
leased never become repeaters, 

The members suggest that millions 
should be spent on slum clearances, 
better homes, schools, churches and 
playgrounds, et«., so that millions can 
be saved in prison expenditure,

An Asset To The West 


THE POSSIBILITY OF FINDING new and diversified uses for farm 
products has always been a great interest to agriculturists as well as to 
scientists and manufacturers, During the depression when there were great 
surpluses of wheat and other cereal grains, the discovery of new industrial 
uses for these products would have been welcomed and might have been of 
great benefit to farmers in this country. At the present time, however, there 
is such a serious world shortage of wheat and other cereal grains that no 
surplus exists, Furthermore it is now realized that if there is to be an ade- 
quate standard of nutrition throughout the world, such surpluses as accumu- 
lated during the depression years will never occur again,

Might Be Used gional Laboratory of the National Research Council, 
which is now being constructed at Saskatoon, scientific investigations into 
industrial uses for farm products, as well as extensive research in cereal 
chemistry will be carried on, Dr. R. K. Larmour, the director of the new lab- 
oratory, in a recent address stated that one matter to be investigated is the 
possible industrial uses of cereal straw. The director pointed out that ap- 
proximately 10,000,000 tons of straw is wasted in Canada each year, From 
this amount of straw 3,600,000 tons of cellulose could be extracted, an 
amount almost equal to the entire annubl output of pulp in the Dominion.

economical system could be devised for collecting the straw, Research into 
the production of vegetable oils, and fermentation processes which would 
produce high-priced substances will be among the many projects which will 
be undertaken when the laboratory is opened this fall. It is now expected 
that 34 scientists and 30 technicians will be employed in research work 
there, and there will be facilities to accommodate another 30 workers in 
the future. This laboratory will be an asset to the Western provinces and 
the scientists who work there will have an opportunity to contribute to the 
development and prosperity of that important section of the country.

NEW YORK.—A 40-storey rectan- 
gular-shaped skyscraper will house 
the secretariat of the United Nations 
j under the basic architectural design 
for the new world centre, it was dis- 
closed, 

U.N. planning officials said con- 
struction of the secretariat building 
along New York City’s East river 
might begin as early as next Decem- 
ber if plans are approved quickly. 

The general architectural scheme 
for building the international capitol 
was announced by Wallace K. Harri- 
son, U.N. director of planning. 

Harrison said the general plan will 
be refined by more detailed studies 
and incorporated into a report which 
will be considered by the General As- 
sembly in September. 

Demolition of existing structures 
on the site is expected to begin about 
July 1, 

Harrison said the basic composi- 
tion of the plan is not necessarily 
final and is, therefore, subject to re- 
vision and modification as the work 
of the planning staff progresses.

Warn Canadians 
Travelling Overseas 
Of Being Left There 


OTTAWA. — External Affairs De- 
partment officials warned Canadians 
planning to travel to Britain or Bu- 
rope that unless they had a guaran- 
tee of return transportation they fac- 
ed the prospect of being stranded un- 
til after next Christmas, 

A spokesman said Canada House 
in London and other governmental 
authorities already were “besieged” 
by requests for aid from Canadians 
who found themselves without return 
passage and with their funds running 
low. Other “thousands” might find 
themselves in a similar situation, 
with no hope of getting back. 

He said many parents of deceased 
servicemen were going overseas to 
visit war graves without making ade- 
quate preparations for their return.
